Drowning in rumor 


Dear Editor: 

I saw a rerun of the Board of 
Selectmen's May 8th meeting. 
It's a discussion that the public 
needs to participate in. 

We trust our legal counsel to 
have our interests, and only 
our interests, in his/her 
purview. New England Trans 
Rail is a prime example of the 
severity of damage to a town 
by big guns coming to town 
with no regard to local by-laws 
or concerns, 

Today, the town counsel- 
board of selectmen relation- 
ship is drowning in rumor. 
Innuendo is rampant. Be 
careful of what you accept as 
fact when you use this as your 
communication network. 
Typically, there is a seed of 
truth; it turns similar to find- 
ing the needle in the haystack 
as the rumors get spun and 
then spun again. 

To me, Mr. DeRensis present- 
ed as a man weary of his task 
and frustrated in working 
toward the good of both the 
town and his organization on 
the one hand. On the other 
hand, he presented as a sales- 
man defending his product and 
looking for sales growth and, 
again, using sales techniques 
that I question. 

I'll dare to touch the holy 
grails of Wilmington, Olin and 
Maple Meadow Brook. I spoke 
with Olin and DEP representa- 
tives in 2003 and 2004. They 
did not present as devils or 


evildoers. By that time they 
were weary of the tactics used 
by our citizens group who were 
justifiably concerned about 
something that built up over 
the last 50 years. It needs to be 
said: New England Transrail 
would not be a Wilmington 
issue today if our activists had 
not mismanaged the issue. 
Olin was willing, pre-2003, to 
work in the interests of both 
the town and Olin. Given the 
way Wilmington interests were 
represented by the activists, 
and because Olin could, they 
turned - their - backs’ to 
Wilmington, as did the DEP. 
Remember, the road to hell is 
paved, and paved with good 
intentions. These good inten- 
tions, in this case, came from a 
group of people who have no 
experience with organizations, 
systems, or management of 
risks. Olin did. 
Congratulations to Mr. 
Newhouse for bringing the 
topic to the public table. 
It was a good conversation. 
To me, we may have a legal 
counsel problem. We do not 
have "a" town counsel. We 
have a legal organization 
working one issue at a time. 
I've heard dozens ¢f attorney's 


named as “repre: ing” the

Town Counsel not 
asking for raise 


Dear Editor, 

It continues to amaze me how 
two people seated inches apart 
(you and me) at the last Board 
of Selectmen's Meeting, can 
come to such totally different 
conclusions. Selectman 
Newhouse may not be embar- 
rassed by his grandstanding 
but I was embarrassed enough 
for both of us. 

The Environmentalists in the 
Boston area praise the law 
firm of Deutsch, Williams and 
DeRensis.(DWD) They say we 
have the best. I agree. 

The Town Counsel is not ask- 
ing for a raise. The firm has 
potentially saved the Town mil- 
lions of dollars by arranging a 
tolling agreement with Olin, 
which Selectman Newhouse as 
Town Counsel had failed to do. 
They have turned over $200,000 
in settlement disputes to the 
coffers of the Town which could 
be used to offset Counsel costs. 

Folks in Wilmington expect 
fair play from their Selectmen.

Residents work- 
ing together to defeat warrant 
articles at town meeting shows 
the power of organization and a 
shared will. However, rejecting 
growth for the sake of simply 
rejecting growth rather than a 
measured, thoughtful approach 
hurts the town in the long run.

Without any kind of growth the 
town stagnates. Additionally, not 
resolving our lack of affordable 
housing also opens the door, 
legally, to more developments 
and skeptical planning. 

Voters arrived en masse to vote 
for the school related warrant 
articles. Voters come out when 
something important to them 
personally shows up on the war- 
rant. Ipsa Scientia Potestas Est. 
Knowledge itself is power. 
Residents must arm themselves 
with knowledge because when 
combined with numbers, knowl- 
edge brings about revolutions, 

What residents need is unbi- 
ased guidance to good growth. 
What projects make sense? How 
do we mesh the borders between 
industrial and residential zones? 
How do we increase our income 
without selling out? The Master 
Plan, researched and written by 
a fair committee over several 
years, already tackled much of 
that work. It's time for 
Tewksbury to take out the plan, 
dust it off, and start putting it to

The Public Buildings 
Department provided a box 
truck with lift gate to the Fire 
Department, which eased the 
transportation and operation of 
the mud hog pumps. 

Stewart described Wilmington 
residents as generally well 
equipped, with sump pumps 
and such, for dealing with flood 
conditions. 

“Houses with gutter systems, 
which divert the roof-water 
away from the home, weath- 
ered the flood conditions far 
better than those without,” 
Stewart said. “Residents can 
use this experience to evaluate 
their properties and purchase 
additional pumps if necessary 

The Department of Public 
Works (DPW) was running a 
full crew non-stop as well 
Several roads were closed due 


to washout conditions, includ- 
ing sections of Woburn Street, 
Concord Street, Wildwood 
Street, and Glen Road. 
Wildwood Street was still 
closed as of Tuesday afternoon. 

Stewart offers credit to the 
DPW for keeping the flooding 
to a minimum, when compared 
to Wilmington's neighbors. 

“Over the years, the DPW has 
upgraded most of, if not all, the 
culverts in town,” Stewart said. 
“Those improved culverts 
allowed for continual water 
flow, despite the overwhelming 
conditions. Twenty years ago, 
this amount of water would 
have been devastating to the 
town.” 

Stewart expects FEMA repre- 
sentatives to be in the area 
evaluating the damage over the 
next several days. Residents 
who have sustained property 
damage as a result of the 
recent flooding are encouraged 
to contact the Fire Department 
dispatch at 978-658-3346.

Lubbers Brook winds its way 
from Billerica through 
Wilmington and joins with 
Maple Meadow Brook near 
Woburn Street to form the 
beginning of the Ipswich River 
before exiting into Reading 
Along the way, it crosses Main 
Street and Glen Road, and then 
runs behind the Town Hall and 
along Salem Street 

The land in question is part of 
a flood plane and is designated 
as such on the town maps. 
According to Dec, a 60-plus 
year resident of the property, 
the problem has grown worse 
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over the years and she believes 
there are a number of con- 
tributing factors: 1. Added 
houses and building develop- 
ments along Salem Street, 2. 
The brook itself has become 
clogged and doesn't flow as 
freely as it once did years ago, 
and 3. A storm drain was added 
along Salem Street, which emp- 
ties directly onto her property. 
A memo authored — by 
Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit, and dated July 17, 
1998, acknowledges that the 
Town added a catch basin with 
an outlet pipe extending onto 
Dec's property. According to 
the document, “A review of 
available documents did not 
reveal an easement for this sec- 
tion of drain which extended 
onto your property.” 

Nearly eight years after the 
issuance of that memo, a 
Notice of Intent to address the 
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issue of easement and exten- 
sion of the outlet pipe was filed 
by the Town. A hearing on the 
matter was held on March 15th 
of this year and was continued 
to June 3, 2006. 

“I just want the town to cor- 
rect its past sins as they've 
promised to do,” Dec said. 

There is a plan to extend that 
outlet pipe further back away 
from Salem Street, Says Peck, 

“That might help slow it down 
a little, but that won't cure it,” 
Peck said. “That brook really 
needs to be unclogged so it can 
flow.” 

His concern is that as more 
and more housing is built, the 
problem will become even 
worse. 

“So far, my basement has 
stayed dry, but I have to fight 
the water each time it rains 
more than 2 inches,” Peck said. 
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women who are serving over- 
seas and who have a tie to 
Wilmington.

Steve and Rob Mclsaac are 
the type of players that coach. 
es dream about. Talented, hard 
working and respectful, are

Steve, a first baseman and 
Rob, a pitcher and right fielder 
are two players who let their 
actions speak louder than 
words 

“The only two words that 
come out of their mouths are 
yes, coach,” said Shawsheen 
coach Kevin Bloom.

“The biggest difference in 
Steve this year is his strength 
The ball is just jumping off his 
bat,” Bloom said.

Hospitals: Part of the problem or part 


the solution 


in the batlle against substance abuse

During the research on this 
story, several people, serving 
on the front lines in the battle 
against substance abuse, have 
pointed to the hospitals as a 
part of the problem, According 
to there opinion, the medical 
community, and especially the 
emergency room doctors, have 
been lax in how they prescribe 


opiate based pain-killers 
such as OxyContin, 
Percoset and Vicodan 
The question has been 
asked whether the doc 

rs are asking the right 

stions when a person 
comes in for a prescrip- 
tion and especially for a 
refill 

Hallmark Health Care 
Systems ‘ Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital) and 
Winchester Hospital responded 
too questions on the issue. 
Lahey Clinic in Burlington and 
Lowell General Hospital did 
not return calls for a comment 

Spokespeople for both 
Hallmark and Winchester 
related how strict their proto- 
cols are for dispensing drugs 
and for providing refills. They 
also stated a wish to be a part 
of the solution and would work 
closely with any community or 
organization that seeks their 
help. 

Dr. Steven Sbardella 
Chairperson of Emergency 
Medicine for Hallmark Health 
said, “We would be more than 
willing to work with any com- 
munity or organization that 
has a plan (to fight substance 
abuse ).” 

He suggested that the orga- 
nizers of these groups should 
contact Dr. Michael Summerer, 
the chief medical officer: at 
Hallmark Health. It would be 
Dr. Summerer who would sug- 
gest someone to work with the 
group. 

Angela Strunk, manager of 
Corporate | Communications 
and Public Affairs at 
Winchester Hospital said, “We 
are interested in who, in the 
surrounding communities, are 
involved in preventing sub- 


stance abuse. There are many 
hospital staff who do communi- 
ty work.” 

Strunk added that 70 per- 
cent of the employees at 
Winchester live in the commu- 
nities covered by Middlesex 
East. She also noted that the 
hospital services many of the 
communities, including 
Winchester, Woburn, 
Stoneham, Wilmington, 


Reading, North Reading, and 


parts of Burlington. 

Both Dr. Sbardella and 
Strunk emphasized that it is 
not a case of a person just 
walking into the emergency 
room and asking for a pre 
scription for pain killers. In 
fact both hospitals only pre- 
scribe enough of the opiate 
based drugs for a three or four 
day period and then require 
that the patient contact their 

care physician 

don't prescribe 
OxyContin any more,” 
Sbardella said. “Several 
months ago the federal govern- 
ment realized the problems 
with the drug. The Emergency 
Room docs stopped prescribing 
it.” 

He added, “Prescriptions 
are based on the injury and the 
type of symptoms we see.” 

If a person came into the 
Emergency Room, with a frac- 
ture or a broken bone, than it 
would be obvious, to the exam: 
ining physician, that a pain 
management regimen would 
be necessary. However, espe- 
cially with adolescents the pre- 
scription would only be for a 
short period and no refills 
would be authorized. 

Strunk and Sbardella both 
said that the emergency room 
doctors at both hospitals are

The doctors administer a 
series of tests and ask specific 
questions before prescribing 
pain relieving medication 

“We don’t write refills as a 
standard.” Sbardella said. We 
try to make sure that each 
patient has a follow-up exami 
nation. We try to prescribe the 
least amount of dosage we 
can.” 


Both hospitals adhere 
strictly to regulations 
that call for adolescents 
under the age of 17 to 
have a parent or 
guardian present when 
medications are pre 
scribed. The doctors and 
emergency room person 
nel are trained t give the 
adult the instructions 
and cautions on the med. 


ications use 

Sbardella admitted that 
there is a way for some people 
to get around the system 
Although he has no hard evi 
dence, Sbardella said he has 
heard of people who “hospital 
shop” going from one emer 
gency room to another in 
search of pain killing drug pre 
scriptions. 

“These people learn the 
right words to use,” Sbardella 
said. “Almost all of the emer: 

room physicians in the 
learn to deal with this. 

“There are certain things 
we look for; certain tests we 
can perform to see if a person 
is telling the truth,” 

He added, “We worry about 
the population that does hospi 
tal shop and obtain prescrip 
tions for legal medication.” 

He noted that often times 
that medication is then sold on 
the street. It has been estimat 
ed that the price for OxyContin 
can be as high as $40 per-dose 

Unfortunately, due to the 
high incidence of people get 
ting hooked on the drug 
through abusing it, the soon 
turn to non-regulated heroin 
The illegal drug is now 85 per 
cent pure on the street and 
sells for only $5 a bag 

It is the use of this form of 
the opiate based drugs which is 
resulting in a large number of 
overdose cases in the 


se

Middlesex East area. Several 
of these cases have resulted in 
fatalities among young people 
in the 19-34 age group. 

Sbardella also noted that 
hospitals do not have a way 
share patient information 
between the various emer 
gency rooms. Because of 
patient privacy regulations 1t is 
difficult’ to know which 
patients are hospital shopping. 

He suggested that pharma 
cists could be a large help 
toward this end. If regulations 
allow them too, a pharmacist 
could call back a doctor if it is 
discovered that a patient ts try 
ing to refill a prescription that 
has recently been refilled at 
another location of the large 
chain drug stores. 

Both Sbardella and Strunk 
agree with the assessment that 
parents and guardians need to 
be more aware of the medica 
tions their children are taking 
and how often they are taking 
it 

Toward this end, many com 
munities in the Middlesex East 
area have been running Citizen 
Police Academies on Drug 
Awareness. The 12 week pro: 
gram was designed — by 
Burlington resident Marilyn 
Belmonte. who has conducted 
it in Burlington, Reading 
North Reading, Wakefield and 
Wilmington among — other 
places 

It has proved to be an 
invaluable tool in those cor 
munities and many such as 
Wakefield will be offering
